b* Over a period of years, d/gC ha© developed workable standard 
. separating procedures with PSD. Maps for SXB's have, priority over all 
others* mslr reproduction ie scheduled cocperatively with p SB, being 
iseiatod within a prescribed 3-day period* For reproduction of the SIS 
General Summary maps, we have agreed with PSD to send an notarial to 
«M» 3 veefcs in advance of the scheduled date, set by OBI, for receipt 
of the proof copy* For reproduction of final JfXS rasps, we receive a 
!M«y notice from OBI to have all pertinent rasp a in to PSD. On high- 
priority rush jobs, ve negotiate a time whoa rasp copy ie needed by PSD 
to aeet the requestor^^ b ga <yto e. All maps and graphs- for ERA reports 
are delivered St/p, for coordination with text and 

forwarding to PSD. 


s. the establishment of priorities and printing deadlines between 
*»d PSD is often a eocplex and highly technical natter. It is not 
a static process in which a printing deadline once set always reraain®, 
but rather it is a dynamic situation whore new deadlines override high- 
priority work already in reproduction, and technical changes involving 
color, ccafbining plates, etc . are juggled a^lnst time and PSD capabili- 
ties. Phis work requires toe best technical capabilities that we can 
muster and involves branch chiefs in D/GC as well as the Division Chief 
and Ms deputy for production control* 

d« I cannot conceive of toe confusion coupounded by a move of 
priority control out of D/GC when the process Is such an integral part 
of all of toe Division’s productive effort. For esmsple, in the cr ush 
to economize, we are utilising FED for the preparation of preliminarv 
materials for ampliation and drafting, IbielKk is 
slack equipment time, negotiable with PSD on the basis of our knowledge 
of what they are doing fear us cm a given day. 

a. the Geography Division’s priorities are not In conflict with 
other reproduction work for GBR, Most of their requests are submitted 
on short -order” tome and are for multilith reproduction of reverts 
Of 25 pages or less, which ton be handled in the Headq uarters Building. 
Only an occasional long report Is sent to 
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f, Warner®? there is a priority tangle within OSR that needs a 
decision above god hayond those j»ri)aally a^ptiahle with PSD, we tvccn 
to the Assistant Director in whose office the authority to decide 
priorities resides* Any arraagaasnt with delegated authority from 
the AD/RH to a pvhlicetion-priority officer would not he a solution 
unless the latter were m alter ego for the AD. 

g. Warn diverse printing and reproduction requlreiaaats of CBS 
including aa$>a, grephs, reports, intermediate reproducihlee, etc. are 
now properly handled hy the several approved contact points with Pf8>. 
these etarbaot points represent the specialised, technical, end unique 
printing requlra^ts of the various parts of the Office aid are hacked 
up is depth hy professional ccapetence that could never he achieved hy
